Precautions needed in 
storing rape seed 


— Issued by the District 
Agriculturist's office 
Farmers whose rapeseed 
went into storage in less 
than optimum condition are 
urged to check the seed 
regularly from now until 
freeze-up. Rapeseed which 
is stored in an off-condi- 
tion can heat very quickly, 
Sherman Yelland, cereal 
and oil seed crops special- 
ist with the Alberta depart- 
ment of agriculture, says 
that rapeseed which was 
threshed on a very hot day 
or that went into the bin 
with a slightly higher mol- 
sture level than that re- 
commended, and rapeseed 
containing green weeds, 
weed seeds or a high per- 
centage of insects is very 
prone to heating, Appre- 
ciable amounts of whole or 
cracked green grain mixed 
with rapeseed canalso cause 
storage problems 
Mr. Yelland also points 
out that even though the 
rapeseed tests below 10 per 
cent moisture, wild oats and 
volunteer cereal grain 
mixed with the seed may 
contain over 14 per cent 
moisture, and that a suffi- 
cient amount of this admix- 
ture will raise the moisture 
level in storage to the point 
where spoilage will occur, 
This kind of admixture can 
cause hot spots in the bin, 
The dry rapeseed runs 
freely to the bin walls but 
green seeds and high mois- 
ture trash and cereal grain 
tend to form a high-mois- 
ture column under the auger 
spout, Heating can also 
occur im rapeseed testing 


below the recommended 
10.5 per cent moisture level 
if the seed temperature is 
above 80F, when it is put 
into the bin or granary, 

To prevent the concen- 
tration of moisture directly 
under the auger, the Sask« 
atchewan department of 
agriculture suggests using 
a cone shaped spreader 
(pointed end up) suspended 
18 inches below the auger 
spout, The cone canbe made 
by cutting a 36'’ diameter 
circular piece of tin and 
removing a wedge shaped 
piece measuring 18'’ along 
the circumference of the 
circle. The circle can then 
be drawn together to form 
the cone, 

Mr. Yelland says that good 
wooden granaries are pre- 
ferabie to steel granaries 
for storing rapeseed be- 
cause they ‘‘breathe,"’ all- 
owing the heat in the bin to 
dissipate, Rapeseed seems 
to go through a sweating 
process for several days 
after it has been combined, 
and if this heat and mois- 
ture are not allowed to es- 
cape, there is a riskofheat- 
ing and moisture pockets, 
Hence, rapeseed stored in 
steel bins needs to be wat- 
ched particularly carefully. 
Ideally, rapeseed which for 
some reason was combined 
with a moisture content 
Slightly above 10.5 per cent 
should be stored in small 


(about 1,000 bu.) wooden 
granaries, It should be 
checked about every two 


days and transferred into 
another bin if heating does 
occur, Regardless of the 


type of storage used, the 
auger opening should be left 
open for several days after 
the granarles have been fill- 
ed to allow the initial heat 
and moisture to escape, 

When filling a granary or 
bin, it is important to use a 
slow auger speed and to keep 
the auger full so that the seed 
does not get cracked, Mr, 
Yelland says, Cracked seed 
is more susceptible to fun 
gus diseases and there is 
also a possibility of oil loss, 

Commercial hot air dry- 
ers may be used for drying 
rapeseed, but they must be 
modified and carefully re- 
gulated to avoid serious det- 
erioration in the rapeseed 
quality, particularly when it 
is to be used for seed, Fine 
screening will probably have 
to be installed so that the 
small seeds do not pass 
through the drying bin, Mr, 
Yelland says the drying cap- 
acity in bushels per hour 
will be substantially lower 
for rapeseed than for wheat 
because the resistance tothe 
air flow is greater. The air 
temperature must be lower 
than for wheat to avolddam- 
aging the seed. To protect 
the germination of rapeseed 
intended for planting, the alr 
temperature must not ex- 
ceed 110F, Ahigher temper- 
ature, depending upon the 
type of dryer, can be used for 
commercial rapeseed, As a 
general rule, the air tem- 
perature should not exceed 
130F, It is essential that 
the rapeseed be cooled to 
below 60F, immediately af- 
ter it has been dried,

tomato and lettuce, 

2, Season scrambled eggs 
with a little curry powder 
and serve with chutney. 

3, Add small cubes of 
process cheese or other 
quick melting cheese to eggs 
just before they are set. 
Cheese cubes will soften 
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but not melt completely and 
add a different flavour and 
texture, 

4. A final suggestion is to 
add crumbled cooked bacon, 
or chopped cooked ham and 
a few sauteed sliced mush- 
rooms, Serve in tart shells 
for a change and add acrispy 
salad to the plate, 

One of these combinations 
Should appeal to your family 
and with acolorful vegetable 
or two it will make a satis- 
fying, filling and inexpensive 
meal, 

Any one of these scram- 
bled egg suggestions is exe 
cellent for the two-some or 
live-aloner also, They are 
simple to prepare andeasily 
adapted, unlike manydishes, 
to dinner for one or any 
number

Treatment for 
cattle grubs 


Cattle grubs are easily 
controlled by treating the 
cattle in the autumn with 
any one of three systemic 
insecticides, Co-Ral, Nevu- 
gon, or Ruelene, In Canada, 
November 30 is the deadline 
for treating cattle with 
Neguvon or Ruelene, But, 
for treatment of cattle in 
southern Alberta south of 
Highway No. 1, we recom- 
mend an earlier deadline of 
October 30. The purpose of 
the deadline is to avoidkill- 
ing the warble larvae in the 
esophagus of the treated cat- 
tle, which results in acute 
esophagitis. The larvae 
reach the esophagus of the 
cattle earlier in southern 
Alberta than in other parts 
of the country and, hence, 
the earlier deadline. There 
is no deadline for treat- 
ment with Co-Ral, although 
treatments early in the aut- 
umn, preferably after the 
first frost, are recommen- 
ded. Co-Ral sprays can be 
used as early as August for 
the systemic control of cat- 
tle grubs. Treatment with 
Co-Ral in August completely 
eliminates the risk of side 
effects and also protects
